Duluth, Minn., Oct. 15.— Reports to­ 
day from relief workers, who are pen­ 
etrating the area devastated by Sun 
day’s forest fires indicated th a t the 
death toll may reach eight hundred. 
Between five hundred and six hun­ 
dred bodies have been recovered. 
It is 
deemed certain that many others will 
lie found. 
Thou ands are 
homeless 
in

were wiped out or partially destroyed. 
Other thousands of settlers in the for­ 
est district ary without shelter and 
food. 
Approximately half a million acres 
were fire swept, according to infor­ 
mation available today. 
The fire zone'

and Itasca counties. 
Fires that sprang up late yesterday 
with a shift wind died out when they 
were forced back over the burned area. 
Relief work was proceeding rapidly 
Hundreds of coffins were sent to the 
fitrieki i i communities. 
Thousands of 
blankets and quantities of food, g a th ­ 
ered by the Red Cross and state organ­ 
ization 
were shipped last snight and 
today.

“ He feels confident th a t he can safely assume that this will also 
be the judgm ent and decision oft be allied governments. 
“Tho President feels th a t it is also his duty to add that neither 
the government of the United States nor, he is quite sure, tho govern­ 
ments w th which the government outlie United States is associated 
as a belligerent will consent, to consider an armistice so long as the 
armed forces ot Germany continue the illegal and inhumane practices 
which thev still persist in.
